From Schuylkill county to Cumberland the low sweep of the Alle­ 
ghenies have become a region of tragedy for aviators. 
Comparatively 
speaking, the peaks are not high. 
Tuscarora and Bowers scarcely soar 2000 feet above sea level, though 
their altitude over surrounding valleys and treacherous ravines gives 
them a formidable appearance. Presence of fog often obscures their 
declivitous sides, and their heavily wooded character adds to the diffi­ 
culty of escape once a flier is caught in iheir silvan meshes.

AIR TESTS FOR HEALTH 
Through apparatus which automatically measures the records the 
volume of palpable air impurities New York manages to visualize on a 
chart the pollution of the atmosphere she breathes. 
A month’s experiment shows that the city air is least contamin­ 
ated at 4 in the morning and carries the heaviest volume of dirt particles 
at 9 a. m., when heaters in domestic and industrial plants are being fired 
up. A second peak is attained at 7 in the evening, which suggests the 
possibility that domestic heating may have even more to do with smoke 
pollution than commercial consumption of fuel, except hi the vicinity pi 
railroad yards. 
The health of the people being so largely dependent on ihe qual­ 
ity of the air they breathe, other large cities ought to be equipped with 
some such apparatus as New York hi» borrowed from the Bttvsns In­ 
stitute of Technology and should employ it not merely to measure* the 
volume of impurities, but to ascertain where correctives should be ap­ 
plied. Government experiments indicate that the quantity of carbon 
monoxide exhaled by motors Is not sufficient to be injurious in the open 
air; but there are other and older sources of pollution that require occa­ 
sional attention. 
Air tests are as feasible as water tests, and while perhaps not 
equally important to the public health, their results would be helpful 
to the establishment of safe-guards.

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OUR INFERIORITY COMPLEX 
In summing up his experiences in America, following a lecture 
tour over the country, Sir E. Denison Roes, archaeologist ana director of 
the London School of Oriental Studies, said in New York the other day; 
“The position of the visitor to America is peculiar. He has every­ 
thing to learn and very little to teach to most of those with whom he 
comes in contact—for these know England and Europe Just as well as 
he does. 
Nevertheless, he is treated as if he came from some won­ 
derful fairyland, inaccessible to most. Now, why do you give us such a 
wonderful welcome? 
“I am inclined to think the reason is to be found in just quite 
disingenuous hero worship. However unworthy or modest we may 
you treat 1» all as if we were somebodies. 
Perhaps a part of the enthusiasm with which European visitors 
are acclaimed is due to our Inherent “hero worship” as Sir Denison puts 
it, and at least a part of it is due to American hospitality and the de­ 
sire to learn. 
But the moat remarkable paragraph in the British lecturer s state 
menfc is the following: 
“I have traveled much and lived long years away from my native 
land, but only here have I found a people expecting to be adversely crit­ 
icised, I have sometimes felt that the fact that I found so little to crit­ 
icise has been a disappointment to my American friends. Personally, I 
find myself too busy bestowing praise on the many things I admire. I 
often wonder why so few people who can afford to travel come to Amer­ 
ica.” 
More than one foreign visitor coming to our shores has remarked 
on the attitude which many Americans assume of expecting and accept­ 
ing criticism of all things American, part of this expectancy may be due 
to the fact that it is realized most of the lecturers who come to America 
come to criticize, and to complain because we do not adopt European cus­ 
toms and traditions, and play Santa Claus to the world as well. 
And 
more of it may be due to the fact that our own internationalists have 
through their propaganda and publicity given us an inferiority complex 
so far as our relations with Europe are concerned. They have so con­ 
sistently apologized for everything American, from George Washingtons 
farewell address down to the refusal of congress to cancel all war debts, 
and have so consistently lauded all things European, that a great many 
people who have neve: been to Europe have caught the inferiority com­ 
plex from their pro-European American neighbors. 
And it is further true, of course, that a great many of the Ameri­ 
cans a ho flock to lectures by European visitors are internationalists and 
European worshippers in their own right, which may somewhat color the 
American picture as the European visitor sees it. There are still in the 
United States a great many people who have faith in American traditions 
and in American civilization. They may not be as noisy as the interna- 
tionalists but they are here in great numbers just the same 
AH Americans of course want to give distinguished European vlsi- 
tors a cordial welcome and a respectful hearing 
But to humbly await 
and even invite adverse criticism, whether it is deserved or not, permits 
us neither to respect ourselves nor to earn respect from our nrit

Vitamin D is necessary for chil­ 
dren and particularly so during the 
winter months. 
The vitamins are 
the 
substances 
in 
foods 
which 
though small in amount, have a 
powerful influence on the body’s 
health. Of all the vitamins, the one 
labelled D is the least likely to be 
present in familiar food, and will 
need to be added artificially. The 
usual way to add it to the diet is to 
add cod liver oil, which contains 
large amounts. It prevent» the de­ 
velopment of rickets. 
Cod liver oil also contains another 
vitamin—the one called A. Vitamin 
A. according to investigations, is 
valuable in building resistance to 
infections and colds. It is necessary 


f o r grown-ups as well as children 
Seme authorities have ventured to 
rail Vitamin A the anti-infective 
vitamin 
There seems to be geneial 
agreement that when it is absent 
from the diet, increased susceptibil­ 
ity to infection is an early symptom. 
One of the effects of experimental 
omission of Vitamin A from the diet 
is a desquamation of the membrane 
of the upper respiratory tract. Per­ 
haps it is this condition which favors 
the development of colds. 
Vitamin A is found in milk and 
eggs. It is not destroyed by the heat 
of cooking. 
Under some circum­ 
stances the diet may become low in 
Vitamin A, perhaps due to the food 
of the animals from which its 
sources are derived. At any rate, it 
can always be obtained from cod 
liver oil. If you want to offer your­ 
self as an experimental animal this 
winter, see if taking cod liver oil will 
lower the number of your colds.

AIM TO RECLAIM 
MOST OF STREAMS 


(Special To The Hews) 
HARRISBURG, Jan. 12.-—T h e 
Sanitary Water Board 
has 
pro­ 
nounced 65,000 miles of the water 
courses in Pennsylvania, fishable. In 
that mileage, it has been indicated 
that some 25,000 miles of streams 
are in a state of almost natural 
purity, and abound in fish life. The 
“B” group, has more or less pollu­ 
tion, but fishing is found to be 
fairly good in most of the 40,000 
miles estimated length. 
The remaining 35,000 miles of wa­ 
terways in the commonwealth, fall 
into a classification designated as 
“CM. These are the streams which 
are so polluted by industrial wastes 
or sewage, th at it is not deemed 
practicable to try to restore them 
to a state of purity at the present 
time. Therefore it should be stated, 
that the Sanitary W ater Board has 
not designated any stream s official­ 
ly as Class “C” streams; but ob­ 
viously streams heavily impregnated 
with mine drainage or similar gross 
pollution, belong in fact to the lat­ 
ter group, and for th a t Reason con­ 
tain only a small amount of fish 
life. 
The board aims constantly to re­ 
duce the mileage in this last group, 
with the ultimate object in view of 
bringing back all of Pennsylvania’s 
streams to a condition where they 
will support fish life. This program 
involves cooperative effort between 
the industrialist, the mine operator 
and the engineers of the Sanitary 
W ater Board, all working together 
in an earnest effort to solve the 
problems th at have developed. 
Genuine progress is being made 
along reasonable and practical lines, 
and the current year now beginning, 
will see no let up in the efforts of

Babe and Jake both extremely 
good natured, cannot getTeally mad 
at one another and their financial 
arguments always are settled more 
or less peacefully under the mellow­ 
ing influence of a few beers. The 
controversy between the tempera­ 
mental Terry and the business-like 
Stoneham, however has started with 
fighting words. 
Terry Disgusted 
The Giants’ first baseman, in his 
opening blast from his home in 
Memphis, announced he was “thor­ 
oughly disgusted” with Stoneham’s 
offer, believed to call for a forty per 
cent slash from about $24,000 to 
$15,000 a year. 
Stoneham replied 
Terry had made trouble for the 
Giants every year by holding out, 
although he received “thousands of 
dollars more than other great Na­ 
tional iLeague players”. 
In answer to Terry’s request to be 
traded to another club, Stoneham 
declared he would not trade or sell 
Bill, but would force him to stay out 
of organized baseball. 
The New 
York club once carried out a similar 
threat against Ed Roush.

Giants Need Terry 
Terry would bring a fancy sum on 
the auction block, but the Giants 
need him. Sam Leslie, Bill’s only 
available understudy, is a good hit­ 
ter but a poor fielder.

New York’s Governor 
Forced To 8ngges) Tax 
Boost Despite His

Says Credit Of State Is Best 
In World, Budget Giv­ 
en Legislators

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 12 —Gover­ 
nor Franklin D. Roosevelt recom­ 
mended that taxes on personal in­ 
comes, gasoline and stock transfers 
be doubled, and that license fees 
for heavy motor trucks be tripled, 
to wipe out a state deficit of $124,- 
418,000 in his executive budget mes­ 
sage to the 1932 legislature today. 
Roosevelt was forced to suggest 
higher taxes just at a time when he 
is being mentioned repeatedly for 
the Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion. He had to do it to offset the 
deficit and balance the budget. 
Credit Is Good 
The Democratic governor gave 
his budget in which he called for 
a new leadership in the nation. He 
pointed out that while his esti­ 
mates of state revenues for the cur­ 
rent year fell off about 30 per cent, 
“federal revenue is expected to show 
a decline of nearly 50 per cent.” 
He reiterated that New York 
state’s credit is the best of “any 
government in the world”. 
The governor’s gross budget is 
$323.231,000. a decrease of $17,162,- 
000 from last years’ total appropria­ 
tions. His requests for appropria­ 
tions for operating the 18 state de­ 
partments total $291,291,000, a drop 
of $16,642,000 from what it cost to 
operate them during the current 
fiscal year.

The condi­ 
tion of my health makes it a 
duty to break off connections 
that I cannot leave without 
deep regret after the affection­ 
ate relations of many years and 
the absorbing 
interests that 
have filled my life. But the time 
has come and I bow to the inev­ 
itable. I have nothing but kind­ 
ness to remember from you and 
from my brethren. My last 
word should be one of grateful 
thanks. With great respect, 
Your obedient servant, 
OLIVER WEND ALL HOLMES” 
The reply: 
“My Dear Mr. Justice: 
“I am in receipt of your letter 
of Jan. 12, tendering your res-, 
ignation from the supreme court 
of the United States. 1 must, 
of course, accept it. 
“No appreciation I could ex­ 
press would even feebly repre­ 
sent the gratitude of the Am­ 
erican people for your whole life 
of wonderful public service from 
the time you were an officer in 
the Civil War to this day—near 
your 91st anniversary. I know 
of no American retiring from 
public service with such a sense 
of affection and devotion of the 
whole people.

Father Cox Was Reticent Boy, 
Says Local Woman Who Recalls 
Childhood Days In Pittsburgh 


As a youth Rev. James Cox, pas­ 
tor of Old St. Patrick’s in Pitts­ 
burgh, was quiet, reserved and some­ 
what different from his playmates 
of the district located not far from 
the edifice which in later years was 
to grace Sh&ntyl&nd and attract 
long bread lines of hungry and un­ 
employed. 
A New Castle woman who as a 
little girl romped the streets of 
Pittsburgh’s 
LawrenceviUe district 
tells about the reticent Jimmy Cox 
in the early days before he was or­ 
dained a priest. She is Mrs. William 
A. Frazier of 430% Neshannock av­ 
enue, wife of a P. & L. E. engineer. 
Many of today’s leading citizens 
of Pittsburgh are products of old 
LawrenceviUe, the Penn and Lib­ 
erty avenue district east of down­ 
town. 
Here still stands the staid 
rid homestead of the city’s famous 
composer of plantation melodies, 
Stephen C. Foster, and the alleys 
and lanes recall many happy times 
to some of the city’s leading execu­ 
tives and professional men and wo­ 
men. 
Jimmy Cox was raised on 44th 
street, Mrs. Frazier, who, as little 
Catherine Norris played with him 
on the streets of LawrenceviUe re­ 
calls from memory. The Norris fam­ 
ily home was only a few blocks 
away from the Coxes, on 39th street, 
near Liberty avenue. 
Mrs. Frazier 
remembers Jimmy’s mother, the for­ 
mer Julia Mason. 
“He was always quiet and studious 
and we believed he would grow up to 
be a somebody," Mrs. Frazier said. 
Jimmy 
received 
his 
earliest 
schooling at St. Mary’s parochial 
school. Catherine Norris went to a 
dty public school not far away from 
St. Mary’s. 
Mrs. Frazier especially remem­ 
bers that Jimmy 
made frequent 
visits to the Cavanaughs of David­ 
son street, where many young peo­ 
ple of the district met. The Norrises 
were also friends of the Cavan­ 
augh’s.

Father Cox began in early years 
of his priesthood to display his 
ability with people. When he took 
charge of Old St. Patrick’s, Pitts­ 
burgh's oldest Catholic church, the 
membership had dwindled because 
the district, not more than a few 
blocks from the busy down town 
streets, had begun to attract mer­ 
chants. The church soon found it­ 
self in the center of the city’s pro­ 
duce center. Another Catholic par­ 
ish near St. Patrick’s had moved to 
the Squirrel Hill district.

Father Cox remained in the old 
location to build up his parish, un­ 
til his foUowers had increased in 
number and the church had a 
strong membership. In recent years 
he has taken an interest in the un­ 
employed of Pittsburgh and drily 
feeds hundreds who form long lines. 
Over 600 homeless men sleep in the 
church basement nightly. Shanty­
